Area  (in  acres)  - 8664

General  characters  of  the  Area  - Outcrop  of  the  chalk  bed; 
springs  issuing  from  the  permanent  source  of  the  River  Anton, 
which  runs  through  the  centre  of  the  town. 

Soil  - Loamy  gravel,  overlying  chalk,  except  in  the  river 
valley,  where  alluvial  soil  overlies  the  river  gravel  and 
chalky 

Levels  - The  district  comprises  numerous  spurs  from  a 
table-land,  some  300  to  500  feet  above  mean  sea  J.ovel,  into 
the  Anton  Valley.  The  level  of  the  river  at  Andover  is 
about  190  feet  above  sea  level. 

Situation  of  Urban  parts.  - By  far  the  largest  portion  of 
the  Borough  is  Rural,  and  comprises  five  fairly  defined 
villages.  The  market  town  of  Andover  is  situated  near  the 
Southern  extremity  of  the  Borough.

The  infirmary  usually  makes  provision  for  homeless  and  il- 
legitimate children  and  unmarried  mothers. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  For  infectious  cases  - a horse-drawn  ambulance  (which  be- 
longs to  the  Rural  District  Council)  is  stationed  at  Way- 
bill , The  driver  and  horse  are  hired  in  Andover  and  make 
the  journey  to  Weyhill  and  return  again  to  pick  up  the  case 
The  v/hole  method  is  very  primitive,  very  slow,  and  the 
ambulance  antiquated. 
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(b)  For  non-inf ectious  cases  - Ehe  St.  John's  Ambulance  Society 
have  recently  provided  tho  town  with  a Ford  motor  ambulance, 
capable  of  accommodating  two  stretcher  cases  - This  year 
has  already  shown  how  much  need  there  was  for  one,  both  in 
the  number  of  cases  taken  to  Hospital  to  Andover,  Salisbury, 
Winchester  and  London*  It  laae  been  of  great  service  in 
cases  of  street  accidents  - Provision  has  been  made  whereby 
on  informing  the  Polico  Station  the  ambulance  can  be  obtained 
at  very  short  notice  from  Messrs  Machlins  in  Bridge  Street 
who  provide  the  driver  and  tak®  care  of  the  machine.

FRQFFES3I0NAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

(a)  General  - There  is  an  ample  number  of  nurses  in  the  District 
in  normal  circumstances  - Two  District  nurses  are  resident 
in  the  town,  supported  by  contributions  and  weekly  payments „ 

(b)  For  infectious  diseases.  Measles  - these  are  usually  under- 
taken by  the  parents  or  relatives'.  No  special  nurses  for 
this  work  - if  necessary,  arrangements  would  be  made. 

MIBWIVES.  There  are  11  midwives  practising  in  the  district. 

LABORATORY  WORK.  Antitoxin  supplied  - Nil. 

Arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  Rural  District  Council 
whereby  all  cases  admitted  tc  their  Institution  receive 
the  necessary  treatment;  this  includes  antitoxin  etc.

The  above  are  part  time  officers,  and  grants  made  under 
the  Public  Health  Act. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  of  about  six-sevenths  of  the  population 
of  the  Borough  is  derived  from  the  Town  well  and  Waterworks 
at  Millway  Road.  To  the  greater  bulk  of  the  consumers  the 
supply  is  continuous,  gravitating  from  the  service  reservoir 
placed  at  the  well-head.  The  remainder  are  supplied  inter- 
mittently by  direct  pumping  through  the  mains  into  domestic 
storage  cisterns.  In  the  past  some  deficiency  has  been  ex- 
perienced during  the  height  of  summer  by  the  lat.ter  section 
of  consumers,  and  the  Corporation  are  taking  steps  to  ameli- 
orate this  condition.  In  the  Rural  portions  of  the  Borough 
the  supply  is  derived  from  wells  sunk  into  the  chalk  strata. 
During  the  year  the  mains  were  tapped  for  84  new  services, 

79  of  which  were  for  domestic  supply. 
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RIVER- STREAMS 

The  Anton  river  flowing  through  the  Town  is  dammed,  at  three 
points  for  Mill  power.  This  maintains  the  ground  water  at 
a higher  level  than  is  desirable,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
dwellings  adjacent  to  it  would  be  much  healthier  for  occupa- 
tion if  such  mill-dams  did  not  exist.  Not  only  water  Is  re- 
tarded by  such  dams,  but  the  decomposing  rubbish  which  a 
river  inevitably  receives  from  buildings  and  gardens  on  its 
banks.  The  river  is  unpolluted  by  sewage. 

DRAINAGE  & SEWERAGE. 

The  Leigh  Road  sewer  was  satisfactorily  completed  during 
1925.  No  other  extension  of  sewers  has  been  made  during  the 
year.  The  sewerage  system  has  been  kept  clean  by  flushing, 
and  all  new  drains  have  been  tested  by  smoke  before  being 
covered. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  have  continuously  delivered  a good 
effluent,  according  to  the  analysis  of  samples  submitted  to 
the  County  Analyst.  In  the  Rural  portions  of  the  Borough  the 
conservancy  system  finds  general  favour.

There  is  a weekly  removal  of  house  refuse  from  receptacles 
placed  on  the  street  kerb,  and  from  a very  few  fixed  recep- 
tacles. Trade  refuse  is  also  removed  for  a small  charge 
per  load.  The  bulk  of  refuse  collected  is  deposited  on  con- 
venient dumping  grounds  and  destroyed  by  fire*

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

HO  action  has  been  found  necessary  with  respect  to  any  nuisance 
from  smoke.  In  this  connection  however  it  may  be  mentioned  that 
the  use  of  gas  for  domestic  cooking  purposes  has  made  great  head- 
way  in  Andover  during  recent  years. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  of  schools  in  the  District  and  their 
condition  is  generally  good.  There  are  one  or  two  instances  of 

the  continuous  trough  flushed  closet  in  use,  for  which  it  would 

be  desirable  in  the  near  future  to  substitute  separate  pans. 

HOUSING. 

To  meet  the  housing  congestion  due  to  suspended  building  opera- 
tions during  the  great  war,  the  Local  Authority  launched  three 
"private-owners-subsidy"  schemes  under  the  Housing  Act  of  1923 
comprising  123  houses.  Forty-one  of  these  houses  were  completed 
during  the  year  1925.  Nine  other  dwellings  have  been  erected  by 
private  persons  without  such  assistance.  The  congestion  is  not 
yet  wholly  relieved,  as  the  Council's  waiting  list  of  Applicants 
for  houses  testifies.  A fourth  subsidy  scheme  for  private  build- 
ers, and  also  a house  building  scheme  by  the  Local  Authority  is 
therefore  being  prosecuted  with  assistance  under  the  same  Act, 

GENERAL  & MISCELLANEOUS  INFORMATION. 

Steady  pressure  is  continuously  being  exerted  by  the.  Local  Au- 
thority towards  the  repair  of  dilapidated  and  insanitary  houses. 
Cases  of  infectious  disease  which  cannot  be  properly  isolated  in 
the  home,  are  sent  to  the  Rural  District  Council's  Isolation 
Hospital,  by  arrangement.  Eleven  cases,  comprising  Scarlet 

Fever,  and  Diphtheria,  were  so  isolated  successfully  during  the 
year  1925. 

HOUSING  STATISTICS. 

Fifty-three  houses  were  inspected  for  defects,  which  were  recorded 
none  were  found  entirely  unfit  for  human  habitation,  but  defects 
were  found  in  every  case.  In  48  cases  the  defects  were  remedied 
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in  consequence  of  informal  notice,  and  in  five  other  cases 
notices  were  given  by  the  Local  Authority  under  the  Public 

Health  Acts,  and  proceedings  taken,  resulting  in  repairs  being 
executed  by  the  owners. 

MEAT  & FOOD  INSPECTION. 

From  time  to  time,  meat  exposed  for  sale  in  shops  and  market 
place  has  been  inspected.  Since  the  Public  Health  (Heat) 

Regulations  1924  came  into  force,  little  meat  has  been  exposed 
for  sale  in  the  open  market  place.  A butcher  in  one  instance 
voluntarily  destroyed  some  meat  considered  to  be  unfit  for 
human  consumption. 

There  arc  no  public  slaughterhouses  in  the  District.
